I predict the solar flux will hit 150 by the end of the week (24-25th). 
Those regions of the sun that caused those x-class flares 3 weeks ago are 
now rotating into view. Furthermore, during an active sun, the solar 


flux becomes cyclic ... making a sinewave every 28 days. We hit bottom 
just a few days ago, so it will be increasing flux units for the next 
10-14 days ... with sudden step increases possible due to solar activity. 


The general rule of the thumb is 10 and 15M are "open" with a solar flux 
above 150, which is only a day or two away (IMO). With the sun currently 
very quiet, meaning very stable and quiet geomagnetic field, conditions 
for QRP DX are approaching EXCELLENT. Likely, the solar flux could hit 
170-180 at this rate and a little solar activity for very good 10M work. 


When it gets above 200, you can hear your own signals echo back to you on 
10M. You haven't lived until you've listened to yourself with a 1 second 
delay ... the result of your 10M signals bouncing around the Earth a few 
times before making their way back to you. One of those cheap thrills 

in life you won't forget.

Well, the votes are in ....and the winner is..... wait 
for it....+/- 2KHz 


I received about 30 replies, some weren't too specific 

and gave ranges. Once tabulated though, it was obvious 

that there are two camps out there. The rag-chewers and 

the DX'ers! The casual ops wanted around +/- 2KHz and 

the DX'ers either +/- 5KHz or +/- 10KHz, much as I expected. 
However, there were twice as many votes for the +/- 2KHz 
option, so that's what it'll be in the NC20 kit. 


Don't despair, you only have to change a single resistor 
to get whatever range you desire, and I'll even put a 
little table in the instructions to give some standard 
values for you. 


To answer some of the many other questions in bulk: 


1. The TUNE pot will be 10K linear. The kit will have a 
standard single turn pot in it for cost reasons, but 
I have laid out the PCB to accept a "standard" 10 turn 
pot (Spectrol Reliance/Bourns et al). Someone had previously 
offered to organize a group buy for these, I'll check they 
are still up for it and get them to post to the list asap. 
Anyway, to put you all on the right track, the 10 turn pot 


part number from Mouser is either 594-53411103 (metal shaft) 
or 594-53611103 (plastic shaft) - they're the same price and 
they're on page 206 of the latest Mouser catalog. I used 
plastic shafted ones on the prototypes...I figured it 

might be easier to cut them to the right length. 


2. The RIT pot will have a center detent, so no need for 
an ON/OFF switch. 


3. It will be easy to modify the TUNE/RIT circuit to switch 
between RIT and XIT with a simple SPCO switch. The switch 
and the extra few components needed won't be in the kit, but 
I'll try to sneak the pads for them onto the PCB and publish 
the mod along with the kit instructions - don't tell Doug, 
it'll be our little secret! 


That's it for now. More later and see you all at Pacificon in 
a few weeks I hope.

ABSOLUTELY!!! That's why I still own & use the PRC-64, an 
‘ancient Special Forces rig. I enjoy my micro light QRP 
rigs for backpacing, but if my life depended on my radio 
as in times past, I'd grab the much heavier PRC-64. 


How about this....... 


1. Digital frequency readout/memory keyer with a memory large 
enough to send a prargraph. I often send a quick 

‘situation report' to friends who act as a ‘mother station' when 
I'm out in the woods. It would be nice to be able to 

‘compose’ a message before sending it. Hence the larger 

than normal keyer memory. The freq MUST be readable in low/no 
light. 


2. A receiver which can also be used for basic SWL/News gathering. 
>>> WW II ‘Para Set" used a crystal controlled TX (not need today 
due to highly accurate digital readouts) and a regen receiver. The 
regen worked for the station receiver and for listening to news etc. 
while in remote locatioins. An audio filter would make for better 
CW, and you could use the TX's digital readout to "spot" your 
receiver to a given Ham CW freq. The use of a regen allows 
AM,CW/SSB with minimal current drain and size, but there 

may be some better way using current technology... 


3. The rig needs to be designed to be oprated while FLAT ON 
THE GROUND. I do a LOT of wilderness operating, and I find 
that I've had to re-package my rigs to be able to operate them 
‘out there’. 


4. Internal, but easily detachable battery pack. 

>Internal so that you CAN operate with the batts in the rig. 

>Easily detachable/remotable so that you can operate 
the rig with the batteries in your parka to keep them 
warm during winter camping. I like "AA"'s for trips of a few 
days (ultra light). For longer trips, the "AA" pack serves 
as the back-up, and a small gell cell is my normal power 
source. I have a panel from ‘Solar World' in Colorado 

Springs. 


5. Built in key/keyer paddles with a standard jack (water tight/capped] 
for an external key/paddles should you need one. My key is little 
more than a top mounted (surplus/mil rated) push button....It's 
more 'robust' than nice.... ha ha 


6. Terminal posts to connect the antenna to. 
>I've had my coax RIPPED out of the BNC connector during 
rough wx. This is bypassed by the terminal posts.... 
>Have BOTH on the rig, and it's good for the woods or the shack. 


7. A 'functional' speaker. If you loose/damage your earbuds, you can 

be out of luck. Additionally, in a tent, or breaking for chow I often monitor 
my net freek. This can be inconvenient with 'phones'. Remember also 

that you might want to share SWLing with your tent mates, especially 

during those looooong winter nights. 


8. EVERYTHING (antenna kit, extra batts, ear buds etc) must fit 

easily into a single bag. One of those little waist pouches from 

a backpacker store would be great. Don't concentrate on 'small' concentrate 
on these and other features, then make the over all package fit your needs. 


9. Clamshell case/cover to protect anything which might be damaged in 
very rough use and/or while being stuffer into my backpack. 


Obviously, this sort of rig is more at home in the woods, but it would be 
easy to use anywhere, while most current designs are made to be 
operated at eye level, in the home shack.......... 


Sicby see estan don't forget the water TIGHT construction so that you really CAN 
throw 

it in a mud puddle and wash it off by operating it in a monsoon. MY PRC-64 
can handle the mud puddle part just fine.... if it only had a VFO...
